Ere the Feſwrs, &c. who ſtand thus politiveiy 
charged with projecting againſt their Prince and 
Country ( and that under the Maſque of Religioz 
120) Juck monſtrous, helliſh Yillains as are not to 
be rhought of without an cxtremity of horror and 
aſtoniſhment, audeven capable of forcing a Bluſþ 
trom the very Sun it ſelf ; were theſe (lay ) a 

ſort of people who either by their principles or practices had ever approved 

ghemiclyes equitable to Jdanarchiche! (to any kind of Civil) Regiment, of + 
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re{peAful to the common Offices and Obligations of humane! Society : It 
world then have been ſevere to have refuſed them ſuch a proportion of Chrt- 
i:1an Charity as might have ſuſpended an abſolute concluſion upon their Gwilt; 
or at leaſt, in contemplation of our F ew have engaged a compallionate 
rezrect for their misfortune, and ranfack'd ancient and modern Story in queſt 
oi Prelidents to inſinuate that even Good Men have many times been over-ſet, 
vpon the encounter of F powerful and artificial Tempration. But if, up- 
en a £rict enquiry into their ways' of Attins CAnd how can man judge 
of man but by his'Doirgs? ) the world findeth fo little rcaſon to che- 
xih 2a favourable opinion of their Inclination to cultivate ſuch ſacred [m- 
£2{/+:, as ſtrongly diſpoſe vs toward the comporting our ſelves ſuitable to 
rv Rules of Morabry, and the Dignity and Excellence of our Chriſtian Pro- 
#:i1*3, that on the contrary they appear to it only famous for their Impu- 
-:er, tor embroiling and over-turning Kingdoms and States, for violating 
and trampling upon all things holy and profane, that ſtand in competition 
with their ambition or avarice; for pouring forth innocent Blood like water, 
walhing their hands in thetears of Widows and Orphans; and ina word, for 
propagating Feuds, Seditions, Rapines, Rebellions, Murthers, Maſlacres, 
and the like Barbaritics, where-eyer they once ſet their foot : If (I fay a- 
gain) the world does or has diſcovered them to be joyntly and ſeyerally con- 
cerned in a Beg-roll of ſuch ſtupendious wickeaneſſes, ( and what Corner of 
the Univerſe is not by ſad experience qualified to bear witneſs againſt them to 
this Trth? ) they muſt excaſe Mankind in general, for looking upon them 
as Laſts and Caterpillars, fit to be extirpated and [wept away from off the 
face of the Earth : and they muſt alſo excuſe Vs in particular, if, after fo 
many Providential D&liverances from their Plots upon our Religion, Lives 
and Libcrtics, from the very d:ny=ing of the bleſſed Reformation upon our 
then benighted lfland, down to this inſtant, we ſtand fairly warn'd and 
premoniih'd to beware of ' their Malice, and, upon the leaſt rumour of 
their being crept in among us, to provide againſt the off that H:{ and 
ſuch its miſcreant Agents can devite againſt vs: and they muſt not think 
hardly of the aw neither if, after a fair Tryal by their Peers, and full 
colviction upon ſuch credible evidence as, were the T ablesturn'd, is compe- 
tent to ca? rhe noblcſt P- oteſt.zzze Subjeft in any Roman Catholick Court of 
Judicature in Fv-ore, it Co condemn every ſhayling traiterous wretch of 
them taten in the m7. Notthat 1 do hereby aim atthe encouraging or 
abetting of a popular, and undue Inquiiition after Blood, ( it bcingincon- 
ſiſtent withthe GrandureandElevarionof a True Engliſh Spirit to be ſangui- 
nary, or to rejet the petition for lifeeven of the bitrereſt Enemy, that lies 
tifarmdandatmercy ) but would imply thus much only : that if they will 
.continne to make fo bad anuſe of the Twmeand other Indulzences granted to 
TC IMPortuymies, in order to the capacitating them to be their own 
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Cowpurgators in a fair and Legal Way, as ſtill to employ them toward ch* 
ſupport of their evil Deſigns upon the Lives and Credits of their Accuſers 
toward the abuſing and inflaming the people with an uninterrupted courſe of 
ſcandalous and flagitious Impoſtures, toward the arraigning the Wiſdom, 
HSnour, and juſtice of the Kingdom, and toward the rendring the Brief 
Nation odious and contemptible in the eyes of other Countries; in the 
name of Goodneſs let them have all the fair Play, and other advantages that 
the Law of the Land can allow them; and we ſhall then ſee whether their 
clamorous pretences of [nnocence,or the tender and merciful Vatare of their 
Soveraign,will prove their ſureſt Sanitary. —But to come a little nearer the 
matter in hand. Although I well-remember'd how feeble and obnoxious theſe 
men had approved themſelves in their former Vibblings at ſome ſpecial Branch- 
esof the Evidence againſt them; yet the Pamphler I now came to examine,ap- 
pearing under the Pompous Title of A Vindication of the Engliſh Catholicks from 
the pretended Conſpiracy againſt the Life and Government of his ſacred Majeſty, diſe 
covering the chief Falſities and Contradittions contained in the Narrative of Titus 
Oates,l read it over with much attention, as expecting from it ſuch aningenu- 
ous and ſubſtantial Confutation of the Narrative in queſtion,as might hold pro- 
portion with the Parts, Pains and Promiſes of the Perſons intereſted in the 
compiling of it, and be ableto abide the Teſt of a Parhamert, or a Court 
of 7udicature : but, not to anticipate, or prepoſleſs the Readers Judgment 
by calling it a Compound of unjuſt Surmizes, immoral Refleftions, unmanly 
and infipid Scofts, egregious Sophiſtries and Prevarications, Illogical Infe- 
rences,. fallacious Reaſonings, and Proofs, weak, unſatisfattory, and child- 
iſhly extravagant, tothe higheſt degree imaginable; 1 found it not a jot « 
therwiſe then 1n the Curſory, but impartial Votes enſuing, is Repreſented.

HE begins his previous Addreſs to the Conurteons Reader, ( par. 1.) withan 
aſſurance, that the Narrativehere 1n debate is an Orezmal, becauſe the Com- 
poſer of it found none to Copy by; and yet in the next Line unbethinks 
himſelf that Lrcian's True Hiſtory ( rather than the Goldn L-gend ) might 
furniſh the Preſident ; and, upon this Preſumprron, proceeds ( in regard 
few Compariſons are able to run upon all ſous ) mathematically to ſtate the 
Breadthand Depth of the Differences between them; winding them all up 
wich this doughty Remark, that whereas Lncian im thu intended ( ahopetul 
beginning to pronuunce upon the /xtention of a man thatdied ſo many 
hundred years lince)) only to recreate thoſe, who never aid him any good, Oates 
( on the other ſide) i this deſigns the ruine of thoſe who never did him any hurt, 
( excepting only arefuling him Holy Orders, back, and belly-beating him, c>c. ) 
bnt imtended him mach cood, ( at Latter-Lammas ;, tor in their Liſt of Eccle- 
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Faſtical 4e4's I find not Tiras Oares pritk'd down for tht Reverfim of a 
Cure in any of the pooreſt Country-Villdge :) 1f his bad nature (his Tongue ) 
had been ſuſceptible of good advice (could haye kept within his Teerh, and 
cold no Tales of the mighty preparations of the Holy Legions. ) 

Then he confelles he never ſaw the man, and ſo can know nothing of him, 
but by hear-ſay. To which he gives a more politive and implicit 
Faith, thoroughout the whole courſe of his Obſervations, than his own 
Ears and Eyes could eyer expect from him : and ſo preſently lays the conrteous 
Reader abord with a pretty Thira-hand Story of a certain Digniary, who 
was ſo deadly cunning at feeing a man's Hear: through his R:bs, and reading 
his Meaning by his Faws, that he ſcrupled the Deponert the Sacrament ( their 
Sacraments and their Senſes are equalin number ) of Conſirmarion ( or laying 
his hand upon his head ) meerly out of a conceit that his face was not pro+ 
miling enough. O the Sin and Folly of thele Wretches, thus groſly to a- 
buſe and impoſe upon their Bigotted Preſelites ! For meer ſhame ( Ss) 
leave off to trouble the world with ſuch T7#mp?ry, lelt the very Boys in the 
Streets, by the proper arguments of Turnip tops and adale Eggs, compel you 
to an acknowledgment ot your Forger:es. 

Next, he produces a Reaſon that, at a bluſb, look'd as big as a Giant, as 
having four or five 6rr/e Reaſons inthe Belly of it but upon the approach, 
1 found it only a meagre Fack-:-ler:r, ſet up toraiſe wonderment in Child7en, 
and in Mer Laughter; a ſhadow, and no more - as you your ſelves may ſee 
upon the uncaling ot it + I hus. He deniesthe Deponert to have been made a 
Dotlor. 1. Becaule he ncyer was at Salama:ica, 2. Becauſe he was not a 
Prieſt, And 3. Becauſe he was not Scholar good enough. His two firſt 
Reatons he cndcavours to corroborate with the Arreſtations ( A and B, pay. 
42.42, } *of Ly:hb the Titular Archbiſhop of T#am in Ireland ( who 
ttands acciled as one of the Conſpirators) and Duelly another Tzege;, the 
former of wit1 h (that part of it that relates tothe point now in agitation ) 
PMONNMSTO Lis much 1 hat Zyxch proteſts and declares by his Conſecration, 
ex nbarndann, per Santta Des Evanzeta ( do but behold how fluently the 
man {pits Daw , tat he never low the Deporent, (1 ſuppoſe his Reverence 
is blind, for orheiwite It 1s more than he can fafely ſay ( much lefs ſwear } 
ot any man hving, even the Grear Tark himielt ) and that he never was at 
#4:41d, ( gallantly undertaken !} both becauſe he had been told he came 
»o Firther than Yaveds{:d, and alfotor that he youchlafed not his Lordſhipa 
Viſit and Complement, tor having refuſed lim Holy Orders : and the Larter 
is only a Declaration ( IN nainer and form abovelaid ) that the Deponent ne- 
ver Wasat Madrid : 1. becauſe a-Mulc-man (aid fo to the Proteſter, and then, 
becaufe he was, by an Epiltolary Correſpondence, acquainted with all his 
"Grace of Txam's motions. Thoſe thar ſtick not to twear and proteſt at 
th exzravagant rate, how canyt be expected that they will make Bones of 
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any Oath whatſoever ? But now admitting the produced to be true Copies 
of theſe two obnoxious perſons (verbal ) written Afſravecs. Yet ſince they 
run only upon theNNey&ive, and of themſelves are Naked, Undue and Coa- 
jectural, they ought not to have any effe& upon the Solemnity and Poſitiyir 
ty of an affirmative Oath confirmed by ſeveral Collateral Evidence; : a Tythe 
of which fromone of their own hands, in their /quiſuive Courts, would be 
eſteemed a ſufficient ground whereupon to condemn the worthieſt Heretic 
C ſo they are pleaſed to dignifie us) in Englend to the Fagger. But they 
infilt munch upon the Depoyems not being a Prieſt. Should we, for peace 
and quietnefs fake ſuppole this, 1 believe the Obſervaror would yet make 
ſome difficulty to reſolve me whether it be impoſſible for a may, in their 
Univerſtties, to commence Prieſt and Dottor in one and the ſame week? I 
moſt alſo mind him that this Reaſon is wholly new to us ; for the only 0b- 
jeftion that we could hear of on this fide the Sea, upon the firſt duſting of 
the Queſtion was,(and it came as piping-hot too from Oraculoys $.Omers)that 
no man could be made a Dodtor in any Roman Cuholick Country, under the 
charge of 4c0/. a Sum, they ſaid, that the Deponent never had at command 
at one time. Both theſe Flams now ( to give himhis own words again, pag. 
1.) are alike true per Antiphraſm. But how can they have the conhdence to 
tax him with /{rerateneſs, when he hath ſo publickly approved himſelf to be 
2 better Scholar than his Maſters ? Yet the Compendions Calumniator pawns 
his honour, that the Deporent is not able to turn fve Lines of Laine into 
tree Engliſh. This was a handſom ſtretch indeed! and yet we find their 
own Authors every where telling ſcurvy Tales of, and inveighing againſt 
their ignorant Clergy, and what feeble parts, back'd with a ſtrong Purſe, are 
commonly found qualified for a Degree in any of their Colleges. Beſides, 
what is it to any one, if their Reverexces were pleaſed to vouchſafe to the 
extraordinary merits of this their diligent Servant, the reward of anempty 
Title that only feeds the fancy of the Recerver, and ſubſtrafts nothing from 
the Coffers of rhe Beſtower? Byt now [think on't a great deal of this might 
have been ſpar'd, for it is not the Oath, but the Yeracity of the Deponent 
that lies here at ſtake; he never having (that I could hear of ) givenin 
this Pimtiillioas any part of his Evidence. 

The firſt Paraoraph, of pag. 2. furniſhes another Circumſtance not only to 
ſtrengthen the preceding Allegations, buteven tocall in queſtion the very 
being of the Plor too; and It is taken from the Order, kept in the Jeſwirs 
Houſes, they never employing their Scholars (ſuch as hetold us before the 
Deponent was) in Negotiations ( and Treaſons ) of the higheſt Conſequence. And 
hence he wire-draws the Burthen of his Story, that the Deporents DoCtor- 
thip, and Papilts Treaſons were both hammered upon the ſame Anvil. Strong- 
1y cenclxded, I'll promiſe you, would but the ſcurvy Premiſes bear it out ! 
This man will gever take vp with leſs than a Cardinals Cap ure, he's ſuch an 
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old dog at a Sylogiſm | But if Clodius will impeach the Adulrerers, who can 
helpir? Andſince the Gentleman brings the be Arguments he has, (tho? 
never ſo ordinary ) for the ſupport of his Tottering Cauſe, in Charity we 
ought to accePt the will for the ded. £3 %Y . 

He goes on to ſmatter moſt 4ſtin#ly upon the name of D' Oliva; to twit 
the Deponent for impropriety of Speech, in terming thoſe Letters the 
Inſcription, which he is pleaſed to call the ſubſtance of the Jeſuits Seal; and 
to threaten him correi&ou for ſome other initances ( to be produced in due 
time } of his ignorance inthe ( leſs material ) Cuſtoms of the Jeſuits; he al- 
ready ( it ſeems ) perfe(tly well underſtanding their more important ones of 
plotting upon the Perſons and Dominionsof Princes and Potentates. 

From this word of Reproof he comes (next ) to attempt the laying open 
of the Deponents Contrad:Hions, Which he will needs have to be fo very many, 
that it were an endleſs work to reckon them all. He cites ( at the bottom 
of pag. 2, ) the twenty ſeventh fol. of Colemas's Tryal thrice, the 58 Jtemof 
the Narrat. the 28h, of /relands Tryal, and twice theeleyventh of Langhorns ; 
relying all along upon the credit ofthe Prints of theſe kinds,notwithſtanding 
thathe has been ſo often told, that of themſelves they are no Legal Evidence. 
Had he now been able to make out his Charge of Contradictions upon the 
Deponent, his work had been done : for l readily agree with him, that Trmwh 
has 4 real Ground, and is always the ſume ; but falſhood is built only upon 
fancy, and changes accordingly ; Pag. 2. Butlet me allure the Obſervator, he 
there are ſome certain perſons in the world who have examined all the Tryals 
with much ſtritnefs, and yet have not been able, even out of Them all, tg 
pickany p.fſaces ſo direttly contradictory as ingenuity and good will might 
not caſily reconcile; or ſuch as were worthy the cognizance of a Court of 
Teftice - andasto thole places that he has inſtanced in; to me they appear 
ſo. far from interfering one with another, that contrariwiſe thy ſufficiently 
explain thcmlelves, without being beholden to an Evaſion for a Salvo. 
And yet lo relolurely is he bent upon. doing his beſt toward the blaſting of 
the Deponemts Credit, ( an atchievment that, no doubtot it, would be highly 
accountedol by Haly Church, cculd it be found pratticable once \that nothing 
will ferve his tura but concluding him (in deſpite of Logick and Reaſon ) 
undeniably perjurcd, upon the ground of the fore-going ſickly Smrgeſtions, 
Now though it be one of the Jeſuits Cuſloms ( ſo much applauded by our 
Ove rvator { ) from flight and weakly Premiſes to infer weighty Conſe qUENCES :; 
yet this fort of Argumenration 15 fo forc'd, partial, and trifling, that to me 
it ſeems to be ſomething leſEven than downright Sopbyſtry. 

The ff Breav of P. 3. has nothing in it worth the taking notice of, 
faveonly a ibred or two of Latin, which are of much more natural applica- 
t30n to the Obſervators Party, -than to the perſon for whom (out of pure 
Kindaels.) he intends them: and in the Second, he picks a quarrel with the 
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manner of the Deponents Accuſation ,, calling it ſuch, «t ary Knave who dare 
tell 4 Lye, and confirm it by Oath, - fn P- brin any man or men, how :rnocent 
ſoever, into queſtion. T his Suggeſtion, from ſuch a Pen, may tairly be un- 
derſtood as a very notable Complement. He then ſets forward, with giving 
his word, that none of the Letters mentioned in this NVarrarzve were ever 
found, and that their Authors deny the writing of them. The corfidenter 
man hc, and the wiſer they. But ſtill the Windſor- Packet ſticks in his ſto- 
mach ; for haying met with a ſleeveleſs Fable, upon the Subject of thoſe Let- 
ters, in one of their own Printed Pamphlets, he preſently {wallovis it down 
for Goſpel, puzzles himſelf to find out a Providence, in the detcCtion of 
what, upon the ſimple ground ofa Zbel,he ſtrongly corceits to have been an 
Impoſtare: and thence takes occaſion, with great Gravity and Superciltoulnels, 
to enjoyn the og eng Penance, backing his admonition with a Text; 
and to make all ſure, ſubjoyning one of Whitebreads Learned Saymgs, Let 
him but ſtay till there be occakon for it, and then no doubt, his advice will 
be taken: And I muſt alſo mind him that F. Beddineficl4 knew very wel! 
what hedid, in walting (contrary to cultom ) the coming in of that AZyle;, 
for having before had notice of the Diſcovery of their Roguerics, and char 
the credit of the information depended in a great mealure upon rhe inter- 
cepting of that Pacquet, he found himſelf concerncd to be the firſt Receiver, 
and Diyulger of it; andto do what he could toward the Repreſenting the 
whole matter as a Forgery. And blame him now whocan. Burt if the Ot- 
ſervator be deſirous to know the true Contents and Meaning of thoſe Letters, 
Kirby's and Tonge's Narratives ( which are of more credit ſure than a 
worthleſs, narneleſs Lib:{ ) will give him particular fatisfaCtion, 

Having thus difpatch'd his preliminary Reaſon: in proof of the Nullity 
of the Plot, and the Knaycry of the Deporext ; the Fourth page brings him 
to his Promiſes and Apologies, which I am already halt of beitef will prove | 
of the very ſame complexion, and validity with tie other. But yet he is 
fo cock-a-hoop upon the buſineſs, that, tho' he tells us indubio favendum

very hard, (1 promiſe him to keep mineas openas | can; bit the Thing is 
ſo wretched heavy, that it caſts me a Nod almoſt every Period of it) they 
ſhall ſee he's in the Right,pa2.4. He threatens Candvr and Clearneſs too; (faults 
that. a Fe/uite never yet was guilty of, and F'm miltaken in the man if he 
Prove a By-blow, ) only he pretends ſcruple of Conlcience for not uttering 
publickly ſuch treaſonous exprettions, as his Brethren whilper in prepare : 
then at oe Puff of his Breath he lays the Brat of the Plor artthe Deponem'« |.) 090, 
gencroully patiling his word for the Honeſty a the Prielts ard '; {ies il 
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Enrepe, Aſt, Afriea 2nd America, but at thenext, in a manner, recals it 
again. 

"This leadson { Paz. 4. Par. 3-) to a Shuffle, and a new faſhioned ſort of 
a Hail Maſter, amounting to within a Natſhel of a Profeſſion, ex abundant;, 
that he would not for a world be fo unmannerly as to call the Deponent a 
Rogne, were it Rot purely out of an ardent zeal to contradiCt an Heretical 
Prince, Parliament and Court of Judicature. And thus after a ſuſpicious 
{quintat Toge, &c. as the Contrivers of the Plot, he falls to handling the 
King himſelf a li-tle familiarly, telling him of his Wickedneſsand Cruclt 
{a Loyal Subject the mcan while ) in Scripture Phraſe, and minding him 
that it is an abomination to Rinas to commit wickedneſs : Prov.

uw, Wie Fathir or Grandfather betore him had there been ſentenced 
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of his Aſertion, ( Ep. Ded. to the Narrat. fol. 1.) that the Papiſts mummy paſt 
Treaſons and Encroachments Hpon ſeveral Princes for theſe thouſund years in the 
world, wall rome their inclinations for the futnre : by cppoting to it the like 
PraCtices of the Presbyterzans : as if another mans ſtcalingof a je were 
an excuſe for my breaking opena Houſe ! yet he will needs have it, that they 
did more miſchief in four years, than the Crimes charged upon the F- ſure; 
C only an unfortunate Attempt to murther the Ki2z, ſubvert the Goverment, 
and maſlacre the People ,) had they been put intoatt, would in all ikelyhood 
have produced in four thouſand : ( A moderate Srrerch ! ) and that the Dil. 
orders that happened in Popiſh ( Iſhculd, for good manners lake, have ſaid 
Ca:holick,) Times, ( as the ſeveral Iriſh Rebellions, for inſtance; the Pari/- 
an and Predment Mallacres, cc.) were like an A-#einthe Spring, painiul, 
but not dangerous, and leaving the Body more healthy than before; where 
as thoſe of Presbyterians, ( or Papiſts ſtill; for, mutaro yomine ds Te) are 
like putrid Feavers, or the Plague, which leaves ſcarce hopes of Life. It 
1s nonew thing for a 7eſwrs Glals to repreſent octher mens faults at Zarre to 
the Proſpect, but their own in Litele.

at the hour of death, he believe it to be the Righr ;, char it is no lin or irreve- 
rence againſt God to addreſs himlelt ro him 1n devortions, under an aftual 
inclination mortally to offend him; and thar there is no neceliity that a man 
rcady to die, thouijd, in order to the receiving the Remiſlion of his Sins of 
Goa, have a true defire to reform his Life, if God ſhould ſpare it him a 
while; and that he may obtain it by the abſolution of a Pr:s/#, tho? he be 
m ſuch a diſpoſition, asto watter of Repentance, that if he were but confi- 
dent he ſhould live any longer, he would ncither conf:{s, nor cuit his <ins 
at all, &c. From this Taſte, oi thele peoples Aorals, extratted ont of their 
own 1V7irings by one of their own Clurch, ( the Author of the 117. of Jefur. ) 
a Body may reaſonably and charirably infer, that not rs now in queſtion, 
( it ſucha one there really be ) nor any other P. eſcriprzon / how tacred 
loever) will be at all regarded by a Feſwzir, if it ſtand in oppolition to his 
Intereſt. Butalas! this cuſtom is ſo far trom bearing a ſtamp of Loyol.'s au- 
tharity ( tho? 1n truth, 1t were all acale to chem, and Us too, if it Yid) that 
it ſeems it is only a By- Law, ſuperinduced to ſervea particular occahon, and 
& with diverſe others of the like yalue ) is obſerved or neglected at the P, o- 
vincials plealure, who in all ſuch caſes is unaccauntable in his Doings. Be- 
ſides that it 1s haughty, irrational, and in twenty reſpects impracticable. 
Nay, and tho? it were not all r-;s; yet would it be of no fort of avail to 
them in any Courtof 7c; it amounting to no more than if one of them 
(hould there alledge his; Fow of Continence to invalidate a politive Oath that 
he was taken 1 the very act of a Rape. As to the Atreſtation ( £)) ( over 
and above that it is not of. credit, as being made by none hut 7eſwts ) it on- 
ly pretends to make ita ca/tom, and 15 not politive that it was ever put into 
prattice———— What the Deponerit himſelf. has to fay to rb:5 ſggeltion, 1 am 
wholly 1gnorant; yet am prone to helieve that he 15 able to give full ſatis» 
faction .upon the point; tu] that he done, what is above delivered may 
perhaps be deemed ſufhcient to raiſe a reaſonable ſuſpicion of its Sin- 
certty., : 

His ſecond Objeition ( or Lyc, it you pleaſe) againſt this ſame Seftion 
has not one Syllable or Circurnſtance to ſupport ir ſelf vpon, but only his 
own bare word ; tis ox he 1s vcry free of at every end and turn; but 
here eſpecially he {quanqers it abour ar ſuch a profule rate, that it looks as if 
it were done on ſect purpoſe to have it thought that he values it no more than 
the dirt under his {hooes: paſling it for{more than any body,in realon.is able 
to undertake ) a man's metzons and behauionr the whole year round. Did he 
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but mean either modeſtly, or well, he would certainly be more circomfpett, 
and not give underſtanding and indifferent men ſuch frequent occaſions of 
commiſerating his Levity and Weaknef. , Why (ſhould he be ſo-childiſh asto 
make him(feclt rceſponlible for this and: other bodies integriry, hand over 
head, and at aventure-: or to fancy that ſober Heads. will give any ſort of 
heed to him, tho' he does? Bur we muſt ( out of meer charity ) allow of 
Garaſſuss Apology for him. When grear Wits ( ſays he inhis Summary 
of Traths , part 2. p. 419.) aredelivered of ſome excellent Work, they 
are juſtly recompenſed with publick, Acclamations : but when an ordinary 
Ingenuity takes a great deal of pains to do ſomewhat that amounts to very 
little, or nothing at all, ( like this pretended Yindicarion ) and fo conſc- 
quently cannot lay claim to any pablick applauſe ; that his labour may not 
go without reward, God gives him a certain perſonal Complacency, which, 
without an injultice more than barbarous, cannot be envied him. Thus 
doth God, who is juſt, give the very Fyoes a certain ſatisfaftion in their 
Croaking,, &c. Now I am content, that he ſhould hug himſeff for this his 
elaborate production; provided he do but Keep within compaſs, But: if 
he willneeds ( and with. f@ little reaſon too ) advance at every turn to- a 
lofry and magiſte11al ſuperciliouſneſs; take up with nothing leſs than an au- 
thority , at pleaſure, to ſhuffle upon the world his own Whims, and 
Sophiſtries, ſor Oraculous Inſpirations, he ought: not to take it ill if he be 
ſlouted and contemned for his labour even to thedegree of queſtioning an 
otherwiſe probable Relation, meerly becanſe no creditabley a: man than he is 
found to be the avouchey of it. In ſhort ;, let his prerences be what they will, 
he muſt excuſe me for telling him, that I ant not yetable to find any good 
cauſe to truſt him further than he may beſeen, And yet nothing can ſtay 
him from reaſor:zg thus ſtrongly upon Sect. 2. If ( ſays he, pag. 10. ) there 
were no ſuch Letters, ( as he will haveir there were not, and the orher ſwears 
there were ) rbey. cold not be broke open at Burgos. This Booby's Play they 
_— never endure 1n a Proteſtant; why. (ſhould we heed it then in a Pa» 
iſt 
n He labours to wake Sect. 3. ſpeak four Lyes,after this manner. 1. He 
alledges that the twelve Sradents there mentioned were aCtually ſent by the 
Kettor or Vice Redtor only ; ( but. not a word againſt its being done by the 
joynt conſent and concurrence of the other perſons alſo, named by the De- 
ponent.) not torgetting to ſay over again, that all their Patents had but 
one name apiece to them. 2. That the (ordinary) Oath-of theſe Colleges 
doesnot preſs the renouncing of their Ategiance, but only obligesto peace» 
able demeagour, become Przeſts, and return into England. By this Confeſſion 
you may ſee they do yet ſwear them to be Traitors, ipfo fatto; for theyare 
not to be told at this time a- day, that for an Exghſb Man to take orders at 
Rome, &c. and come over again after he has ſo done, is High-Treaſon by.ouc 
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Law. And { would fain know of him too, whether they might not add 
ſuch Clauſes to the Old , orſo trame a mew Oath, ( to be taken as the con- 
dition of their admittance )) as might belt tend to the advancing and ſe- 
curing thoſe greatand extraordinary Deſigns, that it appears they had then 
in agitation againſt us * Eut upon this point he is as Muteas a Fiſh. Let it 
be yet further noted;thar an the latter part of this & ( whick (I ſuppoſe) the 
Obſervator thought too hot or t90 heavy to be meddlcd with ) the Deponent 
ſeems to expound this renowncing of their Allegiance to be only a diſclaimang of 
the Oath af Allegtance, which Daniel A mſtrong called Heretical, Antichri- 
ſtiaa and Deviliih, lt was allo tne work of two Feſurres, {ame time ince, 
( their Books are 4n Prizt ) to endeavour to prove it ſuch - and a Letter of 
a much later date, (ay 24,78,or 9,) written by another Feſwr (one Pracid) 
to Sir T.G. (to be found in his Tryal fol. 35. ) hasthis remarkable paſſage 
init, / bave 4 Letter from our Superior at London, whercin he declares ( al- 
ledgmn? authority ) That the Oath of Allegiance caunort be taken as itis word- 
ed, adding, that three Breves bave formerly been ſent from the Pope, ex- 
prefly prohibiting it - and 1n the Third it is declared dawmable to take it, 
And yeſterday, we had a Letter communicated amongſt us, ſent by Mr. 
Middleton { now at Paris ) to his Friends here, containing the Arteſtation of 
ofall the Sorbon Dottors againlt it : adding, that whoſoever here in England 
give leave,they deceive the People, are contrary to the Whole CatholikChurch. 
There was allo a Adeering ſome years ago, of all the Superiors both Secular 
and Regwlar, wherein it is unanimouſly declared that it could nor be taken, 
Fc. Now if this be ſo ; what can be imagined more probable, thanthac 
they ſhould oblige their Novices, upon their Entrance, to dilavoiy an unto- 
ward Oath,of which they have ſo ill an opinion? 3. (and 4 too) He would 
have us believe that no body is huund to take any Oath at all till after a years 
abode there. Burt this is purely confident talk; and confutable by ſundry 
experiences: belide that extraordinary times (ſuch as thoſe were ) do ne- 
cellarily require extraordinary Methods and [mpoſlitzons, 

In Sect. 4.the Obſeruats7 pretends to.the dilcovery only of two Lyecs, viz. t. 
he denicsthat rhe Letters brought by D. Armſtrong were ſubſcribed by more 
than the Reftor. This Arreſt. C. would have believed: but it is only the 
old Story over again; and has been-ſpoken to already. 2. That their Con- 
tents were treaſonous; labouring to make it out that they were not, by 
the A.teſt, D, K, O, Q: (pag. 45- 52. 54-55-) Now as to Atteſt. D, 

' whoever is ambitious of ſeeing a Paregyrick upon the perteCtions 
of the Holy College of S. Omers in particular, drawa up- by their 
own dear hands :in ſo ambiguous a phraſe, that it lvoks more like a common 
place, Or inſtruitions for their young Myſionaries to govern themlelyes by, 
when they ſhould be called before the Bench here, than any Paper of S- 
/emuity and Credit,and as like that of Yalderma (in his Cnonization of Ignarie, 
PAS, 
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pag. 10.) upon the Society of "gp in general as ever it can ſtare, viz. | The 
foundation of the Society of Feſjus ( ſays he ) bears date with the critical minute 
of thr miraculous Conception of Jeſus Chriſt, when there became a per ſonal Union 
between our Humamty, and his eternal Divinity. This was the firſt Soczety that 
ever God injtituted among men, and whereof the fi-ſt Cillege was the Womb of the 
Bleſſed Virgwn The Apoſtle S. Paul ( 1 Cor. 1.9.) makes mention alſo of the 
Sectety of Feſirs, God is faithful, by whom weare called unto the teilowlhip 
or Society Ot his Son Jeſus Chriſt, And 1 79% 1. 3. 1 nat our Fellowſhip or 
Society may be with the Father and with his Son Jeſus Chriit, Hezce ur ap- 
pears ( lays Arturus ) that there was fach A trims 4s the SOC 09%) of Jelus extant 
even in the Apoſtles times ;, and therefore the erection of it 1s not of late, as Sadecl 
ſatyrically inſinuates, | 1 would recommend this fame Atreltation D to his 
peruſal : where he [hall alſo find ſome of the precioulelt Plants of this He:t- 
vcnly Society, denying pomt blank the T reaſons charged upon them, by the 
Deponent and no more. Bleſs me ! will theſe men never be ſayd : bor (till 
run on amuling the People with their [mpoſtxres and Impertizences? Why, 
even this very Tr:/ie was offered to the Court at the TI ryal of the 7eſuirs, 
and there rejected as an Evidence moſt ridiculoutly incompetent, and of ſuch 
a nature too, as it was not doubted but that twenty of the like might have 
been had upon caſic terms. The Arreſt. K and O are of ſoinewhara worſer 
ſtrain ( if poilible )) chan the former; being only bare Negarrves, and 
that too, neither upon Oath, nor before a Maviſtrate ; no more than arc 
Atteſt. G,S, T, &Cc. paz. 50, 56. And Qis rather a Reference than an 
Atteſtation, ;, and runsall along in the Third Perſon; which would be enough 
to render ſuſpefted the Truth of all the reſt, were it not that the Obſerva- 
zor 15 ſo ready to become an{werable for all his Brethren, even without a 
probability of conſulting them. Never ſure was there ſo much folly and 
conhdence ſeen or heard of before! for ſhould ſimple Demials come once 
to be admitted for proofs of Innocence; farewcl all Conviction of Crimi- 
nals, and Courts of Juſtice; and mankind would be turn'd into one great 
Den of Thieves and Robbers, that might ſpoil, plander , murther and 
raviih without controul. And yet this, and not one jot mone than this is 
all that comes of the 2bſervatrors promile ( pag. 4.) to prove wrefrarabl 
what be advances,. with ſarh evidence, that unleſs his Adverſaries ſhut their Eyes 
Very bard, they ſh. ſee their innocence, and the wrons done them. 

Upon S:. 5 pe7 11. hetriflrs at the ſame confident and extravagant 
rate, ainiming that zether F, Sriman nor any other {( mind that !) ever 
heard of any ſuch News. And Sett. 6. ſtands charged with two Lyes more, 
which he endeavours to make out juſt as idly as he has done the former ; 
only he recommends Atteſtation L { pag.52.) to conlideration: and the 
iubltance of it is zh;«;, ( for it has not yet been taken notice of : ) That 
a Publica, Netary averrs that the Xettor and Procurator of the College of S: 
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Abanſworeto him, that the Deponent came thither on the eleventh of: June, 
and went not thence till 0. 29 following ; becaulc they found it fo ipeci- 
fied in thetic Day-Book, ( whici1 can {peak as they would hayc it beyond Per- 
adventure! ) Thus they would fain inſinvate that he never was at Adadrid, 
as they had before done, when that pretenſe might be of ule to them, that 
he was not in England. But how can it be expected that theſe People {hould 
bogale at any AſJeveration, who have had the confidence, not only in Prer, 
Þut in open Cart t00, to avouch for the actions of a Criminal, a whole 
1 welve month together. But he 1s not yet alhan'd (1 fre )- of his lo ma- 
ny childith and ſpiteful Inferences; for even here he's got to his old Hawn 
again, and teils the Depereue ( believe It who liſt ) that wlcſs be. were un 
two places at one time, he could net be at Madrid, His Notes upon the ſeventh 
Sectiun are [till the lame indigeſted Fopperics over and over; aiid therefore 
| (hall paſs them by, all but his Arrgſtation RC pag. 55. ) which intimates that 
one B. L. ( or Baſil Lwmoworth ) made Oath betore the Buyly of Watten, that 
the Deponent had accuſed ini of Treafon (the Man's Conſcience was not at 
all sKitriſh, it ſeems /) bur he on the other ſide proteſted, that in fo doing 
telyedin every particular : only he recellected himiclf that he was at the 
Congregation in Enzl.md, in April, 1673; tho” he forgets not toalledge, 
that others by him named were not: the Obſervator then ſteps in, aud af- 
{ures that the Mariſtrates of Watten put to this Proteſt a:4onthe Scal of their 
Lord{bip. This way of arguing 1s ſo groſs and brutith, that ic weretime 
loſt to inſiſt upon a formal Confutation of it : and yet tho' Ido already ina 
manner deſpair of meeting with fairer play in the whole Libel, tor once how- 
ever, and uſcir not, | willtake the pains to trace him patiently, and ſtep 
by ſtep, thoroughour all his Feearies, Section eight is found fault with ; 
1, Forthat the Deponear there ſtiles P. P. H, de Corduba Provincial of New 
Caſtile, tno? the Obſervater will have it that there 18 no ſuch Province inallthe 
Scciety. Now he does not. make him (that | can ſee) Provincial of New 
Caſtile, any otherwite than as it is an Appenarx to the Old; the Jeſeurs in the 
Former being (C he'll grant ) under the Juriſdiction of the Larter. So that 
acre again we meet with palpable Prevarications : but I can yery well forgive 
Mm; tor the /4rives were great. 2. Becaule he ſays he was ſent from Y.ullae 
tslid, November 3. when as the Abſtract of an Arzjt. ( M, pag. 53.) of one 
Tuan ac Sardobal, | know not what Fork of a Muleman, that, ( tho” a 
Spaziard yet ) it appears, could ſpeak as good Engliſh as any Jeſu of *em all, 
pretends to inform the contrary. But how fleevlels ſoever this Pretexy 
may be deemed by reaſonable men z yet he himſelf lays mighty ſtreſs upon 
it, and ( according to cuſtom ) ſarcaltically bobbs him with being very = 
fortunate in timing his Depoſitions, 3. (and Laſily ) And becauſe R. S. dil- 
owned the writing of any ſuch Letter, as, 1n this 7em, he 1s accuicd of; it 
Atteſt. G may be believ'd. But chat we have remarked upon already. To 
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theſe he tacks a few of his Reaſons, to evince the Improbability of All;, but 
thoſe ſo ſhallow and untoward, that they fall foul upon one another; 
and have alſo been anſwered in other Books. And thus ; after ſome ſuper- 
ficial Smarrerings about a wandring and uncertain Aumonr concerning Dor 
Fehn of Auſtria, he puts a period to his weighty Qubbles upon the Third 
Chapter of his Divition of the Narrative. 
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H 1 $S Fourth Chapter, ( which he intitles Lyes delivered from Sett. g, to 
Sett. 27. Containing what he heard and read at S. Omers ) ſtarts two Lyes In 
Seft. 9g. 1. He denies that Strange penned ſuch Letters. 'S And it he 
did, that many Jeſuirs ſubſcribed them. Here we meet with nothing new ; 
ſaving that he ſets upon clearing the 7eſ'rs rom writing about poyſoning, 
ſhooting, ſtabbing, cc. of Kinys, by delivering a Hea;-ſay-ſjtory, that all 
their Letters of ſeveral years bad been found and peruſed by Authority, and 
not one word found, inſinuatino any ſuch thing : pag. 12. An Allertion lo notorj- 
ouſly untrue in both reſpects; that only tO ſay 1 hear the quite contrary, Is, 
in my opinion, a ſufficient anſwer to it. Asto his Obſervations upon Sect. 
10, Which cndeavour to repreſent the Deponents Journey to Paris, asa Filti- 
on,they are no other than what have already been urged ina Conrrtof Juſtice; & 
there( and in divers Prixts roo)detetted and flighted as adulterate,and invalu- 
able. Neither can any other reaſon be given for his inſerting ſome mali- 
cious and groundleſs Reports concerning Don Juan and the Loure, ( Hear-ſays 
being no Legal Evid-nce ) but that it was done purely to lay the heavier 
Load of Scandal and Calumny ( Fayour's that he is wonderfully laviſh of ) 
vpon the Deponerrt. 

It were unjuſt, even at this time a day, to leſſen this Gentlemans excellent 
knack of making and ferrering out Liesat pleaſure; but now he catches them 
by whole Crrvies and Little Hundreds ; (melling no lefs than half a dozen in 
SeRt. 11. (pag. 13.) which he makes out thus. 1. To# never returned from 
Paris (ſpeaking to the Deponert, having never been there. 2. Never was ſuch 
a Letter written. 3. NoFnglub Jeſuit ever deale with Scotch Presbyterians, 
4. Nor Iriſh Papiſts d-ſpoſe4 ro rebel. 5. Nor any Black Bills prepared. 
6. Nor way made for the French landing. Here's a Man of Arle for you, 
now ! Can any thing in nature be imagined more demonſtrative Or infallible 
than ſuch a bold and menacing Poſitzvity? High and Low, Great and Small, 
Mad and Sober, Wiſe and Weak, muſt needs ſtand corrected and converted 
by fo ſubſtantial and undcniable an Evidence. But if any Lozical Heretick of 
themall will needs be ſo preſumptuous as to whiſfle againſt this New Feſurs- 
cal Way of Fending and Proving, that it falls not within Afood and Figure ; 
let it be beaten into his Noddle with a Bullet that theſe Seraphical Sophi/t 

are 
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are not to be limited to Pedantick Rules and Preſcriptions, how ſound and 
rational ſoeyer. But to proceed. Four Lyes more are detected in Sett. 1 2. 
The firſt is, about the time of Whitebread's being made Provincial. This 
was objected to the Deporert at the Tryal of the Feſuirs, but would not hold 
water. The ſecond is grounded upon a ſuppolition of the f:/?”; being true ; 
and therefore muſt needs itand and fall with it. The third he makes to be 
a Lye, becauſe the perſon accuſed told him ſo it was. And to prove the 
fourth, he betakes himlelt again to the Feſuirs Cuſtoms ;, fortifying it ( up- 
on a hard pinch) with ſomewhat that looks like a reflection upon the Fathers 
tor keeping from Church, leſt they ſhould be defiled and profaned with the 
Scholars Devotions. 

T wo of the three Lyesthat ( pag. 14. ) he picks out of Se. 114. are only 
theold pretenſes about many Teſuits hands, and Ihitebreads being Prowvns 
cial, Thethird ( being a denyal of ſuch a Letter to have been w: itren ) he 
ſeeks to make good by his own Aorher-wir, and by Atteſt. E, which ſpeaks 
thus much ; thatupon finding, that the Deponent had charged the Fathers at 
S. Omers with ſundry Treaſons, and heinous Miſdemeanours, they the ſaid 
Fathers had asked one another whether they were guilty or not ;, and all an- 
ſwering, No, they reſolved joyntly and unanimouſly to ſwear that they are, 
and will! be ( every Mothers Son of them) emecent of what hath been, or 
ſhall be alledged againſt them by the ſaid Deponent - and conclude ( pray 
note it, for 1t is the very Cream of the eſt ) with hoping that he, having 
been ſo clearly prov'd perjured in ſo many points by this their Proteſtation, 
will find no credit ( no,by no means) in the reſt. Thele Gentlemen ought 
not to take it ill now, if I ſay that thoſe muſt have better eyes than mine 
are, who can diſcern ( for all :þ#« ) either the leaſt colour of a Proof on the 
one ſide, or of a Perjury on the other. As to his Collateral and corroborating 
Reaſons, m the upſhor they came only to an expoſtulation with the Deponent, 
for repreſenting the Fathers in Egland fo good natur'd and complaitant as 
to let their Trcaſonable Letters to 7. de 1a Charize take in, and be read at 
S. Omers, before they reach'd his Reverences hand : this is a much more 
probable reaſon for their being directed to call in there, in their way to Pa- 
ris,then his ſuggeſtion that it could only be done out of a complemental re- 
{pet to the Deponent, Againſt Set. 1.4. he oppoſes firſt that it is not uſual 
for theFeſuits to make any Ordinaries ( only an Equivocation upon the word, 
| believe ) even in Catholick Corntries. There, indeed, they ſtand migh- 
tily upon their Panroffles;, but in England they are content ( wefind) to 
govern themſelves by the very Letter; becoming all things to all menthat by 
all means they may gain ſome. 2. That the Provincial gives no Offices by Pa- 
tent. This by {ound experience may be proved t9 be a great Untruth ; on- 
ly he will falveit again, if put toit, with a Colluſron taken, cither from the 


ambiguous ſignification of the word Pateyrs, or from their giving to the 
LD ſame 
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thing a different Appellation : Liette Arts that the Feſwirs are perfectly 
my veried in! But for all this pothey, at the very next breath he fo far =; 


ver-ſhoors himſelf, as in a manner to corfeff all thar jult before he had fo fo- 
ternnly denyed; and puts forth an Apology in Rhetorical Garb, in paſtifica- 


zion of the 4; which being interpreted according to the 7eſinrs Key, 


ipeaks'thus. If the Provincial, ont of meer charity, did fend one tn bring 
fach Souls from Meygare into Purgarory, as by themſelves or Friends were 
able tocontribnte toward their being prayed out azain; or, ( according to 
the ſenſe of the Narrar. fol. wit.) to fnborn Felon, through hopes of Par- 
don or Tranſportation, toturn Paprſts, and then put ſuch as they found fit 
and delperate, upon Firing Houſes, Plundering, and other wicked and miC. 
chievous Deligns : no Body but ſuch an Abit as the Deponenr wonld 
blamehim for it, he ſays; ſo conformable to right Reaſon, &c. is the Pro- 
ceeding. 

Tothe latter part of this 7rem he again objeQs (paz, 15.) that, tho'the 
Orders there ſpoken of were aftnally given ( as he ſeems to!grant) yet ſo, 
many 7eſuirs were not concerned in the giving of them; the Provincial be ng 
one and all m [uch Caſes: the S. Omerian Atteſtation alſo declaring it unlaw- 
ful for an Þyferior to ſubſcribe with his Superior ; who is ſtill endewed with 
aportion of his Farurrres Infallibility, ſufficient for the guidance of his Flock. 
in the path he would have them walk in.” O'the ſpiritoal Pride and Vanity 
of theſe deſpicable Creatnres! How abject mult needs be the condition of 
thoſe that zlie under the laſh of ſuch tyrannical Taskmaſters? The Iriſh 
Mons of ate that were obliged to lick up their Superiors Spirtle, conld not 
but be h:2hly privileged Subjetts , compared with them. What need we 
any longer wonder at their ſtickling ſo vehemently for Arbitrary Principles, 
when we find by their own Confelhon, thar every individual Neſt of theſe 
A&d7nets 13 a compound of the moſt exquiſite Tyranny and Thraldom imagina:. 
ble > Or thar Loyelz ſhould chuſe Cavere vobrs Principes for his Motto ; when 
all his Raſcally Followers do thus ambitioully ſtrive to vye with, and ape 
Crowned' H+2ds even in the moſt ſupreme Poinrs of Reralty ? Had it not 
been. their am to endeavourat any rate ( Dol; a1; Virtu? ) to render the 
Tarrat:ve luſpefted of Fillion, they would never ſure have diſcovered a S:- 
cret that { true or falſe ) refledts ſo odious a ſavour upon their Soczery. 
Frue is the S.:yingtoo, Quos Dees wilt p.rdere, dementat. 2. A Flam of his 
own contriving, For tho' beyond peradventure Whitebread was at leaſt 
Provincial elect atthe time here ingueſtion, yet the words [ Thom. White 
as-Provincial, writ them. ] -( The Letters ) are none of the Deponents, but 
only foilted in by the Obſervator himſelf ro ſtop a gap. No Reſpects 
or Obligations whatſocyer can bind a Feſur (I ſee ) when they come once to 
work againſt the Grain; for now he undervalues the dear and {amous S. 


mers 3t lelf, in point of Epiſtolary Conveniences, only to hook in by the Head 
and 
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and Shoulders this venemous Scef” upon his Adverſary ( pag. 15.) viz. As 
the Loadſtone draws Iron, ( layshe) ſo. you drew all correſpondence to you. But 
he is a very thick-ſculPd Feſuire that cannot find means of corre frpond:ns for 
the embroiling of Kingdoms, be he where he will. As to Set. 16. 1. He 
produces Arteſt. E, K, andQ,, to make ont that there never were any ſuch 
Letters written, asare there mentioned. Theſe Prerences have already been 
examined, and tound to be ſofar from T7#eaud Honeſt, that they are not ſo 
much as Legal Evidences. 2. He will have this and the preceding Setion 
to interfere. But that muſt not be granted him; for the Deponert is poſitive 
rather inthe ſpeaking of the words, than in the receepr of the Letters here in 
diſpute. Butthen he adds, that the Day-Book makes him to have becn at 
IW atten that day. All this is meer Childiſbreſſ. But who can blame adrown- 
ing man, if he catchat Twigs, Straws, or 2ny thing that comes next to 
hand, and gives but the leaſt bope.of keeping him above water. 

Next, hetells usin downright terms ( pag. 16.) that there never were 
any ſuch Letters penned, asrhe ſeventeenth Section ſpeaks of; calling it a 
Tranſcendental Fittion to have many Feſmts writing ( the Deporents word is ſub- 
ſeribing) the ſame Letters.  Settion 18 he makes to be a Lye, becauſe the 
S. Omer: Feſuits called it fo : Section 19 for the like reaſon. After the ſame 
faſhion ( ſaving that he bobbs the Deponent upon his Father's account ) he 
diſpatches the twentieth Section. And fays that the twenty one, twenty 
two, twenty three and twenty fourth Sections are only cold Cabbage ſerv/d up 
again : labouring to Poſleſs the Peoplethat there never wereany ſuck Letters 
in being asare there particulariſed, becauſe they were not to be found after 
they had been burnt, or otherwiſe made away. 

His Remarks upon the twenty fifth Section are only 1. A backſide Comple- 
ment tO the Popiſh Clergy. * And 2. a Repetition of his thred bare pretence, 
that no bad Letters of theirs could ever yet be produced, that had many Je- 
ſuits hands to them. The twenty ſixth SeCtion he would fain have to be 


thought a Fable; 1. By averring that no living mortal ever heard of the 


Contents of it, before the Varratzve came Out. 2. By quarrelling the De> 
ponent for making Whrtebread 10 il{-ratured, as to impute Pickering and Groves 
failing of diſpatching the King, to negligence, rather than to what they 
alledged for themſelves, want of opportunity; and ſo partial too, as to cor- 
re&t the ſimple, Bigotted Prieſt with Stripes z, and the ſullenſtomachful Ruf- 
fian only with Reproofs. T his was a true 7eſuire, thatfcould fo exaCtly mete 
to each, according totheir ſtrength, and yet keep them firm to their Party. 
Then he gives the Lye to all the particulars of Sect. 25 ( that of the Conſult 
or Congregation only excepted ) his own word, anda flat Negative being his 
only anthority for ſo doing. Such ſtrong Proof cannot but produce won- 


ders ure. 
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H 1.S Prefatory Speculations upon the Conſult, ( or Congregation) are on- 
ly a Recapitulation of what the Feſwirs alledged upon that Subject, at their 
Tryal : and he plainly confeſſes as much z leaving them to antwer for, and 
wake out the tiuth of ir as well as they can; whillt himſelf goes on with- 
his Lyes; which in Section 22, he pretends to find as many of, as words ; 
and proves them hclt by a Repetition of the Childiſh and extravagant Pra- 
tings of theS. Omers Lads at Langhorr's Tryal. 2. By Atteſt. F, (par. 48.) 
which is only an oppoling Te/t+mony to Teſtimony, and chat toon a moſt con- 
Kdent and inconſiderate manner. Henext falls to his Criticiſms, and endea- 
yours to raile ſome fantaſtical Scruples ; but finding that they anſwer them- 
{clves, he paſſes on to another Branch of this Section, out of which he 
would fain pick three Lyes more : he might with as much eale have made 
them three birndred;, for he brings nothing but the breath of the Parties con» 
cern'd to ſupport them. T hen he iorgers oldand mew Stile, in the queition 
of the Conſult ; and denies the Deponent to: have been there ;: formalizing ſa 
notably upon the probability of that Journey, that 1cannot forget the Pro- 
verb, 4 fool may ask; more queſt ions in one hour, than a wiſe man ſhall be able to 
reſolve in a whole Aze. Astothe lalt part of this ſame Section, hediſowns 1. 
thcir mecting at the White Horſe-Tavern; for this reaſon, that ſeveral of the 
Conſulters told this Obſervator, they knew no ſuch Tavern in the Strand. 

2, Their dividing into Clbs ; for that in that cale their Reſolves wouid have 
been, pſo /.:cto, void. His Arteſt. F 1s more modeſt a &rear deal ; as admit- 
ting the LCawfu/neſs of fuch a Proceeding, and only denying any P opoſition 
of that nature to have been made, Then he finds fault with him for making 
thn to Luve the mielves atreſh about the King's D-atb, when it had been 
re;olved upon the year bciore, and Azents hired accordingly, As if their 
many Dilappointments in that particular had not been a ſihicient zeirement 
70 thor laying their heads tugether again, for a chdice of more proper A4.- 
thed and 14ji{;zmcwit; toefiectit. But do but mind how clumzily he curvers 
upon thisoccation : When Tconfider ( lays he, pag. 20.) oxr Nation capaile ta 
be i: p/ſ drpon by ſuch 1 idievlors Stories, I am halfeaſhamed to ywn my ſeif of it. 
Inde.da 77.mor and an Enhi{man arc direct Comradittions, He concludes 
all wich a f1z4bc about the Deponents return to S. Omers, grounded only 
upon 11S OWn frppe ſcreens Premites and with this conident expreſſion, par. 
21, Th. 5 not one word zelated by me, which will no: be depoſed upon Oath, when 
© xequired, This Þs butthe Proze of what his Fe!low- Labour - 
mY IA cr 1n the Canſe ( the Poetical Rridiculer of the Plor ) in * 
{'!ots, R,zzme Do:gercl, ( tho upon. another occaſion, ) delivers 
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The truth of my Story, if any man doubt, 
We have witneſſes ready to ſwear it all ont. 


I find the Obſervator indued with fo excellent a faculty of inventing Lyes, 
and proving them when he has done, that 1 ſhall as ſoon take his word in this 
caſe, as any man's living. This little Remark thus over ; by joynt conlear, 
we have done with the buſinels of the Congregation,

by oppoſing to it an improbahle, extravagant, but impudently. malicions 
Flam of their own deviling; which it ſeems, he was once of a mind might 
have ſerv'd well enough for a general. Anſiver; but upon ſecond thoughts ) 
and a fit of good nature, finds himſclfconcern'd to be more particular, tho

AN D thus comes on his ſeventh Chaprer, comprizing what the D-ponene 
relatcs {ince his return to Loder, concerning fe/iures, from Sect. 3, to 
Set, 52, inclutive. But upon Settions 33, and 34, we meet with nothing 
mater1al ; only theold miſerable pretenics of the Jeſuits denying all, and 
an odd kind of Inference frem their keeping him bare of money, that they. 
never made himprivy to the T7e.;ſors which he hath now diſcovered. OF 
the very lame ſtrain are his Anlwers to Sections 35, 36, and 3, (pag. 24. ) 
and have already been diſculled. Upon Settiou 33, he makes aqueſtion: 
whether, if any Feſuires had been delign'd for Hollamd, they would have: 
acquainted the Deponent with the reccit of thoſe Orders from IVhitebread. 
He confutes Seft:ons x9, 40, and 41, by oppoling again a \(mple, verbal de- 
n:al toa poſitive and affirmative Oath. And excepts azainlt Settion 42, (par. 
25.) becauſethe Letters there mentioned are not producible; expoltulates 


with him for the Commotions. he has raiſed. here, by diſcovering their 
Roouerics .

Rovueries;, and minds him of his danger. His Reply to Settion 4.3, comes 
ro thus much in effect, that no Jeſuits were ſent into Scorland, becauſe he 
(this Obſervator ) knows them not,heſeeks toevadethe ſtroke of Sett.q4+ by 
diſchiming all correſpondence with De {aCraize ; and cavils at Settiow g.5, 
without fo much as knowing, why, or wherefore. 

Settion 46, ( pag. 26.) willnot down with him. 1. Becauſe Wakemarn 
was acquitted.

47, only a ſpiteſul Reflection upon a converted Jeſuite ; which will bear an 
Inference to this purpoſe, that the Deponent being neither a Fool, nor a ad- 
”man, was [carce look'd upon as fit to wipe their Reverences Shooes, whereas 
the other being ( upon the Obſervator's CharaCter of him) completely both, 
was readily adopted a Brother of the Society, He objects to Seltion 43, 
that there is no Heath of the Society ; but preſently recollefts himlelf 
that there is ove Heath (the Deponent never ſaid there were rwo ) that has 
( he ſays) been at Liege, ever ſince Far. 1678. To Settion 49, he oppoſes 
an improbable and uncharitable ſuppolition, and the weaknels of the Exc- 
cuted”s denyal to the Validity of the Deponents Proof. He diſpatches Settion 
5O, by repeating the pretence of Jreland's being at ſucha timein Staffords 
ſvire ; the truth of which allegation was ever juſtly held ſuſpeCted, and at 


length ſolemnly impeached upon Oath. And thus, with denying their own 
pe es ( pag. 27.) {troaking Fermſen the Jeſuite 5 ſcoffing at the Depoſition 
of anintended A4aſſacre z, and perverting the Deponents words to make them 
ſpeak Smith, a Feſuite;,, ( for want of better Arguments) he paſles over 
Sections 51, 52, and 53, and concludes this his Seventh Settion.

T HE e«ehth Chapter undertakes to treat of What the Deponent relates 
concerning Jeſuites, and others; from Set. 54, to Set. $1. mcluſrve. And fo 
he falls to telling us that Set. 54 is a ridiculous Lye, for this weighty rea- 
fon among the reſt, that all of t is falſe. He thwarts Q $55, and ſeeks to 
fave their own Bacor, by ſetting his Teeth at his Brother Fack: and then 
takes upon him ( under a ſhew of kindneſs) to adviſe the Government : but 
{uch #-zts are as unneceſlary, as inlincere; for that is not about to wink of 
cither eye ; as knowing full well that let them never {o much afkect Jacob's 
Voice, their hands ſtill are (alike  ) the hands of Eſax. Againſt Sed&rons 
56, 57, 58, 59, 60, 61, 62, 63, and 64, he only produces ( pag.28,29,) 
point blank denyals ; Clamour and Calnmny ; malicious Surmizes; a de- 
tection of the irreconcileable Fewds, and ambitions Jarrs betwixt his own 
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Party, and the Dominican, invidious Preſumptions 5 and ſcandatonsand 
uomanly Taunts and Forgeries. Which ( according to all judements ) are 
apparent Symproms of ts own diſhoneſty, and of the badneſs of the Canſe 
that he has undertakento defend. 

Next, he charges F695 (pag. 30. ) with as many Lyes as Periods ; and 
ſo with full cry runs over agai theold Takes of the Deponenrs never having 
been at Madrid, &c. with att their appertenances ; and calls upon him, at 
the price of his head and credit, to produce the Lerter he there ſpeaks of. 
But, yet in the rear of this his Squadron of weak and wild Der als, may be 
found a ſquinting Quere, that, had he been well adviſed, he would never have 
inſerted;it amounting upon a reafonable conſtruction,to litthe leſsthan a tacit 
confeſſion of the whole Charge. For; 1fthe Loyd Areh-hiſhop C otherwiſe 
T itular , Uſurping Pretate Y of Fuam, or that Fefuite ( Suiman) being Sub- 
jeits;, ( No; they have traiteroufly renounced char Subjeftion, by becom- 
ing Feudataries tO the Pope ) of the King of England, waited on, and proffered 
their ſervice;to his Majeſties Embaſſador, they did but their duty. ( They'll 
find themfelves miftaken. ) And if bis Lordſhip receivd them civilly ( he has 
no reafon to cor them Thank, for crying Roaſt-mear, however ) having no 
dirett order ( The man you lee is as intimate with his Lordſhip, asif they 
were Cater-Cozens ) to the contrary}, I hope rone are ſo barbarous ( I know 
many that aze ſo honeſt )) as to blame him for it, But that there ever paſt 


intimate correſpondence ( O, have a care of that : for Hanging follows Confeſ= 


(ing) chiefly | The man's Conſcience flies in h is face, and ſpoils all ; for theſe 
Onalifications, Ifs and Anrds, are a contradiction to Arteſtation A, ( pag. q2.) 
where his Grace ſwears out-right that he never made unto, or heard from the 
moſt excellent Lord Sir William Godolphin any pxblick or privare diſcourſe 
concerning any Religious ( Or laſcivious ) matrer whatſoever, nor concerning the 
Government, or State of Affairs im England, Ireland, oy Scotland 5 -—nox re- 
crived ſromany perſon auy Letter or Paper whatſoever, diretted unto, or intend» 
cd for the ſaid moſt excellent Lord, Ge. | relating to any publick, concern, it 
is abſolutely falſe ; forthe mighty reaſon aboveſaid. This paſſage ſpeaks 
plain enough, withour theaſliſtance of an laterpreter. | 
Herather cavills at, then diſproyes or oppoſes & 66, ( pas. 31.) but” 
yet pretends to ſee he knows not how many contradictions in it to what the 
Deponent bas elſewhere delivered : and fo makes his Trinmph as upon a 
certain Victory; demanding, How came hisPatrons ( the King, Parliament, &c.) 
20 let them (the pretended Comradittions ) paſi abroad uncorretted, but that in 
this God blinded them, that they might remain to Poſterity an everlaſting unan= 


ſwerable Proof of the Tnjuſtice" of their Tudgments * This is a pretty round 


Complement. And I ſee roo, that a Jeſuits Spe&acles can magnifie or leſſen 
( even to amibilation ) according to the reſpective aſpects of their Intereſts: 
for let but the places which he here will have to ſtand ſo: muachat Daggers: 
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drawing be duly compared and examined, and my word for his they may 
ſoon be made Friends. But a Feſuit will ſtill be a Feſwite ; and None ſo blind 
as they that will not ſee, In Sect. 67 he only ſays there are lix Lyes, and that's 
all ; for he-puts us to take his word for 'um z which truly 1s but a very ſlender 
evidence; to ſay no worſe on't. He cndeavous to weaken the credit of 
Seit. 68, by inſerting a malicious and irrational Fable, which he pretends to 
have been Comyers's account of what palled betwixt the Deponert and himſelf in 
Grays-Iam-Walks : preſſing it with as much conhJence, as if he would pre- 
ſcribe to Keaſen it ſelf, and tyc the whole world to an amplicit Belief in his 
Froments, 

'He continues in the ſame jocular, and abuſive mood, throughout SetFon 
69, making himſelf wonderful merry ( pag. 33-) with the Deponenrs 
great days work on the two and twentiexh of Auguſt, here in controverſie 
and diſcovering his own notable proficiency in the laudable and uſeful Fa- 
cultics of Calumnyating, - Falſifying, and Burl:ſquing. Now It 1s 1mpolitique 
for a body to ſhew his Teeth, when he cannot bite ; and by this time one 
may, without brcachof Charity, conclude the Obſervators Tongue to be no 
ſlander. Belide, 1 examined, as ſtrictly as I could for my lite, the Irems 
of the Narrative that he makes thus familiar with ; and ſhall dare to ſay ( all 
that this Frol:cksome Gentleman has inlinuated to the contrary, notwithſtand- 
ing ) that I have not beenable to diſcern any thing in them, that may give 
theleaſt affront to Reaſon and Proftbiluy, He only rrifles upon Sett.

74- he contents himſelf 
with his bold Neg-vcs;, ant pretends a Concern for the Nations we!!fare, 
very much {( in his opinion ) diſturbed by the Fanaticks : and tho contend- 
ing for this Section to be a Lye, yet allowing it to be at leaſt a Profirable one, 
if made ule of according to his own Direction, 

All that is re.narkable in his Notes upon Sc2. 75. is his informing the De- 
ponent, \ Paz, 35.) how he ſhould have worded it, to have made it acceptable to 
the pretended) Carelickhs : Now though |ſuppole he is not over ambitious 
of {ach a Favour,yet he will needs have 1c that he has committed a grieyous 
Sin, in not calting a Figwe to hit upon't. In Se&t.76, he would fain be nib- 
bling at a Contradidtior:;, but finding he can make nothing on'r, out of mere 
vexa:1on he falls molt bitterly upon Sect. 77, terming it Suchincoherent None 
ſenſe as never cane from any man im his Wits;, and all this only for Repreſent- 
ing 1Vh:ceb ead as a Perſon able { when his Zeal was iatune) to lift up his 
hand, and give the Depor-nt a Box oth Ear tor having betrayed him, as 


he call'dit. Yerhnding this Exception to want weight , he is once ofthe + © 


mind to let it paſs, but howeyer catches at it again, before out of his r cach, 
for 
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for landering the hone/ly and prudence of the Provincial, with a matter of Tyuth, But 
beſide that he was no great Compurey, even at the very beſt ( if a body may take meaſure

80, he takes occaſion to twit the Deponens 
with his Galantry ; ſpitefully infinuating as if he had been 4 Cuney-catching, and not 4» 
fraid of the Feſwts, when he ſhould have goilte home to his Lodging. © 1 am not willi 
to trace the 0bſereatuy through all his immoral Deſcans upon the Frasities of Fleſh 2 
Bl»o9d ; or to obviare this falle and ſcandalous Immucndo of his,with a true Relation of the 
Amorous Adventures of the menlefome Fathers, Keymaſh, $&c. Bur yet I cannot but 
upon this occaſion, call the bonny Feſwzte to mind, who, being nor loug ſince appre- 
hended ſomewhere about Clerken-wcl, had taken out of his Pocket ( upon a ſearch } 
a Alemerial, not only of the number of the Women (three tina day ſometimes) 
that he had accompanied with, but of the very howrs alſo, nay, the critical Minutes, of 
his duing them reaſon. $0 ſcrupulouſly exaCt, it ſeems, he was in the bufineſs of YVenertat 
Plcaſures---- Then he falls to queſtioning him upon the matter ; gives hima grain of 
charitable alVowance, and pretends to ſtumble upon a con:radiftion, Which no body can ſee 
but himſelf. Upon Sc&. 81, he accolts his Opponent thus : Tour work ( ſays he ) ( pap. 
38.) 7s nd yet done + ſome [eluites are yet alive, and the werld begins to be weary of 
(hedding their innocent blood, to ſatisfic- your deſire of Revenge : which 1s an antidote 8- 
gainſt your poyſon. This is only witended as a modelt Complement, thorow the Depenents 
ſides, to the Fuftice and Excellency of that Government, for which he has elſewhere 
pretended ſo much value and concern. But I have all along obſerved thatthis mighty 
man of P:.fvonry has ever wit at will, when he hasa mind to turn the Queſtion mis 2 
Night-Cayt : nay, and he mult alſo go ſome other way to work. than has yer been 
thotght of,to convince the world, that ithew Blood is ſo innocent, as he moſt audaciouſly 
ſpeaks it tobe, Next, he ſtomachs it highly, that any man ſhould be ſo preſumptuous

« the blind recover their ſight 3 the handleſs their hands; the lame their feet; nay, it 
« diffolves the Stone in the R:ins, and make women have an enfie Delivery, cg. No 
Body can deny ſure, that this is giving the devil bis due to the full, And therefore if all 
of it be true, the world mult needs grant that'the Biſhop of Rocheſter was to hlame, if 
he ventuted to call this Holy Founder of theirs 2 Fool, as Neil (aid he did; if profanely 
Romeantick and <Apocriphal ;, (but I forget my ſelf that it is accounted no leſs than a ſin a- 
gainſt the Holy Ghoſt, the bare queſtronrng of 3t ) then [--Debit® muveat cornicula riſum, 
turtiins nudata coleribus, ) call him Fosl, Knave, or what you will, and welcome, Sirs !
